V. L. Berger Says 
Conspiracy Has 
Been A Failure 


(By the Associated Press) 


MILWAUKEE, — "The con- 


spiracy has failed, and I have 
nothing to retract from 
any- 


thing t liave written or said 
abouu Wie war 'or about those 
who pushed us into this war," 
declared Victor L. Berger today 
when appraised by the Associa- 
ted Press of the decision of the 
U. S. supreme court. 
Mr. Berger's statement fol- 


lows: 
"In view of the plain wording 


of the federal statute of 1913, 
compelling a federal, judge to 
give way to another judge when- 
ever a sworn affidavit of preju- 
dice is filed, and also becatise of 
Judge K. M. Lindis' public ut- 
terances abc-it Orman-Ameri- 
cans Socialise., and; radicals— 
before and after the trial—the 
decision of tie supreme court 
could not be* any different and 
stand the light of reason, 
• "Still, I hail this decision as 
the first real sign of returning 
sanity in our ruling class. 


"As a matter of fact, the Chi- 


eag-o trial was simply a conspir- 
acy of the 'Paytrioteers' and 
the profiteers against the So- 
cialist part;>- 
I was picked out 


as the one member of the Na- 
tional Executive committc— of 
German extraction and because 
the Socialist party is strong in 
Milwaukee and furthermore, be- 
cause I dared to be a candidate 
for t!he UnitwJ States senate 
against Woodrow Wilson's fav- 
orite. 
"If what 1 said or wrote was 


error, citizens holding contrary 
opinions had an equal right to 
speak an<l publish their opin- 
ions, so that the public might 
•hear both sides. 
"As to my patriotism? 
"WelU.J have proven my love 


for this "my countryT by' a life' 
<vf labor Hn \it and for it; by 
striving constantly with all my 
energy to improve the condition 
of my fellow men. 


"And finally, I have proved 


my love for America, my faith 
in America's justice, by risking 
my liberty in defending the con- 
stitutional right of all Ameri- 
can citizens to freely and fully 
discuss the official acts and poli- 
cies oft their public servants.

Bolster Yellows? 


Should Dane County Taxpayers' Money Be Used to Make Fan-, 


.-taatic Hearst Yarn, Stand Up 
;

AS'T'week' this community was taken out on an hysterical 
spree. An exploded yarn, peddled about the city for months 


\vas taken* up by a Hearst-reporter and all the tricks and'mys- 
tery building apparatus of that great crime exploiting organ- 
ization were brought into play to make the story "stand up." 


'^Officials of the law lent the use of their names (and their 


"holographs) to the exploitation of this affair. Now, with no 
evidence at hand and in an effort to "pass the buck," it is, pro- 
posed to put the matter up to the county board with the state- 
ment that funds are needed to "bring the guilty parties to jus- 
tice." 


The newspapers of this community are privileged to exploit 


"mysteries" of this kind to their heart's content. But when it 
is proposed to use the money of the taxpayers to be thrown 
away simply to give standing to the fantastic stories of a bevy 
of Hearst reporters then the people of this community have a 
right to call a halt on that kind of burlesque. 


The newspapers are very careful to keep from the people' 


of this community the fact that Dane county has ALREADY 
conducted a thorough examination of this affair. When the 
estate of Mr. Lawrence came into Judge Zimmerman's court 
these rumors and charges were being made. A complete hear-, 
ing was had at that time. The very people around whom sus- 
picion has been thrown through the use of inference and in- 
uendo, were then on the stand. The cross examination was 
conducted by Carl N. Hill, who was then Mrs. Lawrence's at- 
torney. Mr. Hill is not the type of attorney who "lets go" when 
there is anything on which to build a case. E. J. Lawrence was 
on tfie stand for nearly 10 hours at that time. Although pages 
of testimony were taken so little of evidence was obtained to 
substantiate the gossip and rumor that had prevailed, that 
trouble has never been taken to transcribe the court stenog- 
rapher's notes on the case. 


In addition, District Attorney Heilman employed a compe- 


tent detective who investigated the affair. He was never able 
to find that Lawrence ever had more than a modest amount of 
money and the diamond story was believed to be nothing more 
Shan the product of "an imaginative brain. 


Mrs. Lawrence was represented at different times by no less 


than seven different lawyers. Can it be said that if there was 
Anything worth while to the story that all of these attorneys 
would have come to the, conclusion that there was nothing ir- 
regular in the matter? 


It is doubtful if the story would ever have come to life again 


oxcept for th'e activities of an amateur detective who was never 
able to get a sympathetic hearing until he bumped into a Hearst 
reporter. 


The funds of the taxpayers of Dane county should not be 


dissipated to bolster up the fantastic yellows nor should the 
county board continue to dignify the unnecessary suspicions 
that have been thrown around men, both dead and living.
